Unionists Held Responsible for 
the Conservative Candi- 
date’s Defeat. 


An Exptanation in Which the Tories Gather 
Very Little Comfort—The Socialists’ Op- 
portunity in Middle Durham—The Peace 
Congress—France and the McKinley Tar 
iff Bill—Suggestions of a Compromise 
Agreement Between the Two Republics— 
French Outrages in Newfoundland—For- 
eign News. 


Loxpox, July 4.—Mr. Ellis Ashmead, M. P. 
for Zeelesall, Sheffield, and one of the Lords 
of the Admirality, has come forward with a 
statement intended toexplain the defeat of 
Mr. Wainwright, the Oonservative candidate 
in Wednesday’s election at Barrow-in-Far- 
ness, a circumstance which has chagined the 
Torias not a little. The Conservatives, he 
explains, should have received the greater 
part ot the Unionist vote and certainly would 
have done so, butfor the fact that the 
Unionist election agent followed Mr. Calne 
in his bolt from the party traces and took 
with himthe books and polling lists. in the 
absence of these documents the Tories were 
unable to properly canvass the borough, and 
so lost the vote necessary to elect their can- 
didate. This is perhaps better than no ex- 
planation atali, but the fact remains that the 
Liberals captured the seat, as greatly to their 
amazement as to the astonishment of the 
Tories and the discomfiture of Mr. Caine. 
The Nationalists of Lismore, County Water- 
ford, Ireland, whose recent attempts to bold 
a meeting were vieorously suppressed, have 
telezraphed to the Marquis of Hartington, 
congratulating the country upon the sup- 
pression of the influence ot the Devonshire 
famiiy in Barrow, as evidenced by the election 
of Mr. Duncan. 

‘THE SOCIALISTS’ o ATUNITY. 

The death of Mr. Wn Arawford, Liberal 
Member for Middle Durha a, has afforded the 
Socialists the opportunity they have sought 
for some time past to test thelr political 
strength in that locality. Withia the last 
year the Socialists have made rapid advances 
among the Durbam miners, and they have 
now resolved to run a candidate of their own, 
with the chances greatly in favor ot his elec- 
tion. 

PREPARATIONS FOR THE PEACE CONGRESS. 

Elaborate preparations are making for the 
opening Peace Congress which will take 
piace here on July 14. The deliberations of 
the body will be presided over by Mr. David 
Dudley Field of New York. 


France and the McKinley Bill. 


Pakts, July 4.—The Temps to-day editorially 
discusses the tariff bill sow pending in the 
Unſted States Congress. The paper states 
that the United States are laboring ur der the 
extraordinary difficulty of an «¢ ..«mous ex- 
cess of revenue over expenditure, and the 
strong feeling in favor of protection which 
prevaiis in the United States forbids the sim- 
ple solution ofthe difficulty by reduc'ng im- 
port duties. ‘‘Politicians of MoKinley’s 
school,“ the editorial continues, seem to 
aim at reducing the surplus, both by 
making the tariff prohibitery and by 
frightening away the import trade by 
threats of confiscation and imprisonment. 
The bil in its main outlines has been 
adopted, and is to come into force on August 
l. Asthe prevention of imports will make 
things dearer in the United States and make 
exports difficult, if not impossible, a second 
bill bas been brought forward to give sub- 
sidies to producers aad bounties to exporters. 
From the French point of view both of these 
bilis are deplorabie, They threaten profound 
disturbance of our trade with the United 
States which amounts every year to an ex- 
change of $250,000,000 of our products to $25,- 
000,000 of theirs. It is evident, therefore, that 
great interests are at stake. Is it not possibie 
by consenting to rescind the prohibition on 
the importation of American pork to come to 
some arrangement? Before talking of re- 
prisals, which there is always time for, would 
it not be better to bring about some agree- 
ment between the two Republics? It seems 
to us that is the wisest course of action. 


The Seton-Karr Expedition. 


Viororia, B. C., Jaly 4.—The expedition 
which Lieut. Seton-Karr took north with him 
to Chilcat in order to discover a pass across 
the mountain ranges from Chlleat to the 
Alsehk Klver has returned to the coast, having 
successfully carried out ite plans and with less 
delay and shorter space of time than had been 
anticipated. After an absence of a littie over 
two monthe Lieut. Seton-Karris now in Van- 
couver, having come down on the Queen of 
the Pacific from Sitka. 

Lieut. Seton. Karr says that the geographical 
rebults ofthe journey exceeded his expecta- 
tions. The Chileat Indians did not Interfere 
with his party, being assured that trade was 
not one of the objects contemplated. 

From Klokowan, the last Indian camp, 80 
miles up the Chilcat River, Lieut. Seton-Karr 
ascended in the first instance on foot and sub- 
sequently with canoes as far as the Cleheena 
or Wellesley River. Thence partly by 
canoe and partly with sledges he 
went as far as the national boundary, which 
was marked approximately. The ascent was 
continued tothe Marble Glacier, where the 
party was detained by the weather. Four 
miles beyond the new pass a creek was found 
running into the Altzhek, the latter is re- 
ported asalarge river runolog in from the 
west from behind St. Elsas, with a slow, deep 
current. Another branch comes in from the 
north. Below the forks is a canyon 
which canoes cannot pass and below 
the canyon the river is exceedingly rapid. 
As far as the mouth of the river at Dry Bay, 
bear, goats and grouse are numerous. The 
return trip was hazardous. A miner was 
brought down with the expedition whose two 
partners were capsized in the rapide on the 
rait, one being drowned. Much danger was 


fieurred in passing the rapids, but it was et- 


feéted without any mishaps. 


Russia and the Chinese. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, July 4.—The Russian Gov- 
ernment in order to counteract the pians of 
China to make Manchuria an outpost against 
Russie by dullding railroads and fortresses in 


„ | thatterritory and by an extensive colonita- 
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struction of the Siberian Rallway and to 
strengthen the garrisons in the Amur and 
Usuri provinces. The Government will also 
establish colonies throughout these provinces 
and no Chinese will be permitted to settle in 
the territory. A Russian Commission with 
headquarters at Viadivostock will watch the 
execution of the measure. 


French Oatrages in Newfoundland. 


Sr. Jouns, Newfoundland, July 4.—Trust- 
worthy news has reached here of further 
French outrages at Port-a-Port on June 2. 
The facts were telegraphed to-day by Mr. 
Morrison, Mr. Baird’s lawyer. He states that 
two Freneh fishing vessels were there and 
forty Newfoundianders seining. The captain 
ot a French war-ship came, seized and carried 
away one seine, destroyed another and drove 
all the Newfoundland vessels out of the 
harbor. The French fishermen cut the lobster 
trawis. and robbed the traps. The indigna- 
tion of the Newfoundla@nders is great.

BERLIN, July 4.— The Independent New York 
Shooting Corps gave a Concert on the balcony 
of the Kaiserhof Hotel this morning.

EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


His Letter Read at the Tammany Feurth 
of July Celebration. 


NEW York, July 4.—The following is the 
fulltext of ex-President Cleveland’s letter 
read atthe Tammany Hall celebration to-day: 


DEAR S1R—My absence from the city of New 
York and plans which I have already made 
prevent my acceptance of the courteous invi- 
tation which I have received to attend the 
celebrati u by the Tammany Society of the 
1l4th anniversary of American independence. 
The ceievration contemplated by our ancient 
and time-houored organization will, it seems 
to me, fail short in the impressions done to 
the occa ion if itdoes not persistently present 
and emphasize the idea that the Declaration 
of Independence was the protest of honest and 
sturdy men against the wrongs and oppres- 
lons of misgcvernment. The reasons and 
justification for their revolt are exbibited in 
their recital of a long list of grievous in- 
stances of waladministration. They com- 
plained that their interests had been so neg- 
lected and their rights asiawfal subjects so 
violated under British rule that they 
were absolved from further fealty. 
Our fathers lu establishing a new government 
upon the will ofthe people and consecrated 
to theircare and just protection could not 
prescribe limitations which would deny to 
political parties its conduct and administra- 
tion. The opportunities and the temptations 
thus necessarily presented to par- 
tisanship have brought us to a time 
when party control is far too arrogant and 
bitter, and when in public place the true in- 
verests of the country are too hignly consid- 
ered, Inthis predicament, those who love 
their country may well remember with com- 
fort and satisiactionon Independence Day 
that the disposition of the American people to 
revolt against mal- administration stillremains 
to them and is the badge of their freedom 
and independence as well as tneir Secur 
ity for continued prosperity and happiness. 
They will not revolt against their plan of gov- 
ernment, forits protection and preservation 
supoly every inspiration of true Americanism. 
But because they are free and independent 
Awerican citizens, they will, as long as their 
love and veneration for their Government shall 
last, revolt against the domination of any 
political party, which, intrusted with power, 
sordidiy seeks only its continuation, and 
which faithiessly violating its plainand sim- 
ple duty to the people, insults them with pro- 
fessions of disinterested solicitude, while it 
eats out their substance. And yet, with all 
this, we shonld not in blind security 
deny the existence of danger. The 
masses of our countrymea ara brave 
and therefore generous; they are stroug and 
therefore confident, aad they are honest and 
therefore unsuspecting. Our peril lies in the 
ease with which they may be deiuded and ca- 
joied by those who would traffic with their in- 
terests. No occasion is more opportune than 
the celebration of the one dankee and four- 
teenth anniversary of Americar independence 
to warn the American people éf the present 
necessity on their part of a vigilant watch- 
fulness of their rights and a jeal us exaction 
of honest ana unselfish performance of public 
duty.

Young America was on the alert at a very 
early hour in the morning, and those who, 
like the sluggard in the nursery rhyme, 
were beard to complain that they had 
been wakened too soon and expressed 
a desire to slumber again were 
numbered by the thousands.

As the morning 
progressed the fusillade Increased in vio- 
lence, torpedoes, toy cannon and firecrackers 
of all sizes aided in a life unbearable 
to the lovers of quiet and in filling the hearts 
of the boys and giris witha pure and 
joy, the street cars pursued their way under 
a skirmish fire of torpedoes laid 
upon the track which caused nerv 
ous passengers to frantically spring from 
thelr seats, thus adding tne keystone to the 
arch of the multi boy’s bliss, and by 9 o’clock 
the peculiar ceremonies attending the cele- 
bration of the anniversary of Independence 
Day were in full swing. 
HOW THE DAY WAS OBSERVED. 

The children were not the only ones who 
celebrated the day. Business was nearly uni- 
versally suspended, the streets in the business 
section of tne city were nearly entirely 
abandoned, and a very large proportion of 
the population sought shady retreats in the 
country or ludulged in an excursion on the 
It was aday ofexcursions. From an 
early hour in the morning parties could

Every Une was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, the only care bearing few passen- 
gere being those in the eastern part of the 
city.

Pauper ice From Eurepe. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Although ice is one of the natural and ar- 
tificial products of this country, and although 
it gives employment to many more American 
workmen than the Sugar Trust does, Maj. Mc- 
Kinley has committed the grevious mistake of 
keeping ice on the free list. The evil results 
are apparent now. Two mild winters have 
left the icemen with asmall stock on hand. 
They have advanced the price largely. That 
has made it profitable to ship here the ice of 
Northern Europe. Norway is sending large 
quantities tothe Eastern seaboard cities. It 
is true that these importations enable people 
to inorease their consumption of what has de- 
come one of the necessaries of life, but they 
also reduce the profits which otherwise would 
be made by an American trust, and are, 
therefore, wrong from the McKinleyite point 
ofview. When the tariff bill gets back to the 
House the Major should amend it soas to 
bring ice within that Chinese Wall which he 
has built up.

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A QUESTION OF GRADES. 


KANSAS AND TEXAS WHEAT, AND ITS POSI- 
TION IN THIS MARKET. 


A Strong Movement on Foot to Alter the 
Grades in a Mannerte Attract Wheat 
From Southern Kansas and Northern 
Texase—Growing importance ef This 
Trade—What the Farmers Desire. 


HE committee of the 
Merchants’ Ex- 
change appointed to 
confer with the State 
Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse 
Commissioners with 
reference to estab- 
lishing grades for 
wheat for tbe cur- 
rent year, will have 
several rather difi- 
cult and highly im- 
portant problems to 
solve. The most 
puzzling is that pre- 
sented by the gener- 
al desire of the 
wheat-growers of 
Southern Kansas 
and Northern Texas 


to obtain better connections with this mar- 
ket, and to make themselve tributary to it. 
The constantly growing importance of this 
trade is recognized by all, and it is admitted 
that to some this trade would be of immense 
advantage to St. Louis. 

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

The difficulty that presents itself h in the 
character of the wheat grown in that section 
of the country. The best variety is a hard 
wheat, for which no sultable grades are pro- 
vided in this market. Informer years those 
in charge of affairs have deciined to fix grades 
that were satisfactory. to the Kansas and 
Texas wheat growers, and this fact, taken in 
connection with the. obstacles thrown 
in the way of trade with St. Louis 
by the Texas millers, some of the 
railroads and the Kansas elevators has di- 
verted a great deal of the grain to other 
points that would have come to St. Louis bad 
favorable conditions prevailed. The St. Louis 
grain receivers recognized the fact that their 
grades were not such as to attractthe bard 


wheat of Southern Kansas and , Northern 
Texas, but were disinclined to alter the grad- 
ings. It is a fact wellknown to all wheat 
dealers that the St. Louls grades are famous, 
not only in this country, but throughout Eu- 
rope. The high reputation of St. Louie wheat 
was established ata large cost and is of 
immense advantage to the trade. It was 
therefore deemed inadvisabie to attempt any 
alteration unless astrong necessity existed, 
and in previous years the volume of wheat 
that would be drawn to this market thereby 
was not considered of sufficient importance to 
justify a change. 
THE PRESENT CONDITIONS. 

At present, however, most of the grain re- 
ceivers are of the opinion that the case is 
different. The districts in question are not 
only raising far more wheat than ever before, 
but are exceedingly anxiousto increase their 
trade with St. Louis. Two depntations have 
visited thiscitytoascertain what arrangements 
could be made for sending their grain to this 
city. The Wichita Board of Trade has 
adopted resolutions expressing the desire not 
only of its members, but also of the seventeen 
adjacent counties, to make St. Louisa their 
The farmers of Northern Texas, 
having in vain endeavored to induce the rall- 
roads to place an equal tariff on wheat and 
flour, are looking in the same direction to 
counteract the depressing effect of the freight 
rates as they at present exist, and a great in- 
flux of grain is assured if satisfacto- 
ry grades can be established. A 
Kansas compeny has been organized, 
a majority of the shares being held by St. 
Louls capitalists, for the purpose of erecting 
elevators, which shall be controlled by and 
tributary to this market. 

ENLARGING Sr. LOUIS TERRITORY. 

The elevator faeilities in Southern Kansas 
have been notoriously inadequate, and such 
elevators as exist have been managed in the 
interest of Chicago and Kansas Clty. This 
has been disadvantageous to St. Louis, but 
still more soto the wheat-growing interests 
of the sections involved, and the farmers and 
commiss! n men are anxiously looking for 
the erection of elevators that shail 
be tributary to St. Louis. This 
market is etter suited to tne Kansas 
and lexas wheat than any other, and ifa 
satisfactory system of grading can be fixed a 
large number of elevators will be atonce put 
up. Experts are of the opinion that grades 
can be made that will allow the Kansas and 
Texas wheat to be advantayeonsly sold here, 
and which will in no way lessen the high rep- 
utation of St. Louis grain. The question is 
now being carefully investigated, and it is 
generaliy velleved that a change will be made. 
It this is done it is predicted that tena of 
thousands of acres of wheat land will be 
added to the territory tributary to this city.

LIFE BENEATH TRR SOFT MOONLIGHT OF 
ITALY’S SKIES. 


— 


A City Which Lives on the Streete—Gilimpses 
ef Italian Life Which the Orfliaary Trav- 
eler Overlooks—A People Who Are Full 
ef Trickery and Deceit, Yet Are Exam. 
ored ef Peetry and Romance.

(Cepyrizht.) 
NAPLES, June 10. 

ITH the exception of 
Cairo, I have never 
been in a city where 
one can see 80 much 
of actual out-door 
life, with utter indir. 
ference to publicity. as 
in Naples, where the 
public promenades, 
streets and lanes iiter- 
ally swarm with peo- 
ple from early morn- 
ing until late at night, 
and often from late at 
night until early inthe 
morning. Especially 
is this true when the 
— weather is fine and the 
moon is shining on the bay, dotted with sails 
and flags and the tall masts which repeat 
themselves in the water, until they look like 

a city reflected from the depths of the sea. 
Low in the social scale as a Neapolitan may 
be, be has in his nature a strong love for the 
beautiful and picturesque, and would much 
rather spend his nights beneath the soft 
moonlight, looking out upon the sea and 
listening to the plaintive songs his fellow- 
watchers sometimes sing, than to spend 
them in the close dark quarters he calls home, 
and which is often little better than a cave 
scooped in the hill-side. In these dens or 
holes I am told that men, women and children 
frequently craw! promiscuously with their 
dogs and donkeys, if they hold such property, 
just as the wild Arabs of the Upper Nile crowd 


|Ipto the tombs which they have plundered 


and made their habitations. And from these 
and gim!lar places they emerge in the morn- 
ing, unwashed and uncombed, and it would 
seem at times undressed, but quite ready for 
the business of the day. 

In the Toledo, or Via Roma, which Intersects 
the city from north to south a strange medicy 
of people is seen, which increases in size aud 


| strangeness as the day goes on, and reaches 
| ite climax near midnigbt. 


Here, and in the 
side streets, peddiers of all kinds are found, 
thrusting upon your notice their wares, and 
asking three or four times as much as they 
expect toget. Coral ornaments of avery in- 
ferior quality; bits of lava which Vesuvius 
never saw; shell combs, which are not shell at 
all, and which, ifyouare foolish enough to

DAVIS’ FORTHCOMING HISTORY.

His Defense of the Doctrine of State Rights 
—The Attack on Fort Sumter and the

History may occasion- 
ally seem tardy, but it 
may be depended upon 
in the end to make 
known the truth. What- 
ever may be their de- 
fects, the American 
people have developed 
an element heretofore 
unknown in the history 
of nations, a profound 
sense of justice and 4@ 
willingness to examine 


great public questions impartially. The civil 
war broke up the lines of sectional demark- 
ation, and in the quarter of a century which 
has elapsed since the close of -the 
struggle the tendency to unification 
has progressed to the point border- 
ing on homogeneity. On both sides the old 
faiths have become traditional, and while it 
would be folly to assert that the principles 
which came into collision in 1861 have entirely 
passed out of the minds of the people of 
either section itis certain that the animus 
that then lusplred them is dead. 

I have just finished perusing the advance 
sheets of Jefferson Davis’ posthumous work. 
It is called A Short History of the Confed . 
erate States, and Iam indebted to the pub- 
lishers, Belford & Co., forthe courtesy. Itis 
a book worth reading. It throws new 
light upon the Oonfederate cause, an“ 
while the author held fimly to his old beliefs 
age somewhat mellowed his writings and the 
story is told with a frank and easy grace, that 
shows rather the character of an elder brother 
who was in the wrong, and while not willing 
to admit it, was courteous enough to discuss 
the affair in an affable manner. In this work 
alltbe papers that the ex-President of the 
Confederacy vnossessed were utiliized, It 
may be taker as his last word. In reality itis 
a voice from the grave. 

It is mot a little curious that while the 
presses are printing this book two women— 
oneinthe South, the other in the North— 
sitting alone with their coneciences in the 
twilight of their lives should each be writing 
a memolrof her husband. ‘The widow of 
Gen. Grant is now occupied in writing a lit- 
tle volume about ber husband, in which will 
be incorporated some of the letters she re- 
ceived from him when the great war hero 
was a wooing. and later, when he was 
in the field and still later unre- 
lated incidents of his life while Pres- 
ident. The widow of Jeff Davis is doing the 
game thing, and two mighty interesting 
volumes are bound to de the result. Both 
books are almost ready for the printer, and 
the writers nay be depended upon to look at 
tLeir idole through eyes bedewed with the 
tears of grateful love and 8 

And while these women are performing this 
labor the only child of Jefferson Davis, the 
Daughter of the Confederacy, is preparing her 
trousseau, for in a few weeks she ig to wed 
the man of her choice, astaunch Northerver, 
a resident of New York State, and she will 
make her home in thefuture not in the land of 
her childhood in sunny Mississippi. but in 
New York State, that sent 20 many 
thousands of men to crush the rebeiiion and 
her father 

Buttothe book. The writer shrinks from 
noissue. He evades no conclusion. In bis 
introduction he sets forth as tothe right of 
the South to secede&s based upon the consti- 
tation. 

‘The British Colonies of North America— 
subsequentiy the United States—had a com- 
Mon allegianee tothe British Crown. Other- 


wise they were as distinct from one another as | 


they were from Canada, Nova Scotia and the 
American Islands owned by Great Britain. 
When by the violation of both charter and 
inalienable rights, for which neither 
redress nor security against repetition 
could be obtained, some of the colonies de- 
cided to sever their connection with the Brit- 
ish Crown, they formed an alliance, declared 
themseives free and independent Btates, ana 
with their united strength made such vigor- 
ous resistance to the efforts of the mother 
country to reduce them to subjection, that 
finally atreaty of peace was made in Septem- 
ber, 1783, in the following words:’’ 

He then cites Articies I, V. VII, XII of the 
treaty with Great Britain, and Articies I, II, X 
and All of the ‘‘Articles of Confedefration.’’ 
He continues: 

It it be asked how could nine States con- 
sistently secede from the ‘confederation and 
perpetual union,’ of which they were a compo- 
nent part, and the terms of which union could 
not be altered unless such alteration should 
‘beconfirmed by the Legisiature of every 
State,’ it is submitted as an answer to the 
question that the States, tbat is the people of 
each State, had pever surrenderea their soy- 
ereiguty, and Dy virtue of it if the Govern- 
ment failed to fulfill the end for which it was 
established, they hud the unalienable right to 
‘alterortoabolish it and to institute a new 
governinent, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its powers in such 
formas to them would seem most likely to 
effect their safety and happiness. 

He then quotes Art. 10 of the Constitution 
adding: 

It nowhere is to de found the delegation 
by the States of Soversigniy to the United 
States, that remained with the States, sever- 
. * exercised thereaiter as it had been 

n ; 

Proceeding to give the causes of war be- 
tween the States, he says: 

‘*Ignoranve and credulity have enabled un- 
scrupulous . 80 to misiead public 
opinion, both at home and abroad, us to ere- 
ate the belief that the institution of African 
slavery was the chief cause, instead of being 
a more incident in the group of causes, which 
led to war. 

It was chiefly, he asserts, the armed inva- 
sion by the North of the States which had ex- 
ercised their right to secession which brought 
about the struggle. 

It the State were still in the Union, it was a 
verime against the constitution, which did not 
grant power to coerce a State (indeed the con- 
vention which formed that conatitution re- 
fused to give that power); lia Statehad with- 
drawn from the Union, it was a crime arainst 
humaniiy and justice to make war upon a 
neighbor’s late associate for the exercise of 
that sovereign right. 

Referring to the rightof the States to main- 
tain siavery within their borders, he ob- 
ne 


rves: 

The question of the maintenance or ex- 
tinution of the system of negro slavery in an 
State was one exclusively belonging to suc 
State. It follows that no subsequent question, 
legitimately arising In Federal legisiation, 
could properly have any reference to the 
merits or the policy of the institution itself.

enmity to Mr. Lincoln. Indeed, in more than 
one piace he evinces, as bis own opinion, a 
respect for hischaracter and a perception of 
his difficult position. 

The indignation with wh 
the presidential election was received in the 
Southern States proceeded from no personal 
hostility to the President-elect, nor from 
chagrin at tbe defeat of the Democratic can- 
didates, but from the fact that the people of 
the South recognized in Mr. Lincoln the rep- 
resentative of a party professing principles 
destructive to ‘their peace, their presperity 
and their domestic tranquillity.’ ’’ 

Mr. Davis was not one of those who wished 
blindly to rush inte civil war. He compres 
hended only too clearly the miseries which 
must ensue, let the result be what it might. 

As, unlike most of my associates, I did 
not believe that secession would be peaceably 
accomplished, but that war would surely en- 
sue between the sections, and that the odds 
far greater than what 
were due merely to our numerical inferiority, 
I was slower and more reluctant than others. 
who held a different opinion, to resort to that 
remedy. Isoon learned that I was regarded 
as ‘too slow;’ and my critics were probably 
correct in their assertions that 1 was behind 
the general opinion of the people of my State 
as to the r of prompt secesslon.“ 

Mr. Davis attacks a belief which was at one 
time accepted very generally in the North. 

I has often been asserted that the 
the United States srmy 
80 disposed, by a collu- 
sion between the Southern leaders and Mr. 
Floyd, the Secretary of War, that the seizure 
of forts, arsenals and custom-houses in the 
South was rendered possible and easy. No 
such conspiracy existed. The military forts 
were in their usual condition. There were no 
fewer troops at the time of their seizure by the 
States than there bad been for many years, 
nee there is, generally, even to this day 
). 5 * 

Of his eleotion to the Presidency he says: 

As my election had been spoken ofas a 
probabi@ event and as I did not desire that 
pos ition or any civil office, but preferred to 
remain in the post to which I had been elected 
and still held at the head of the army of Mis- 
sissippi I had taken what seemed to me 
ample precautions to yrevess my nomination 
to the Presidency. accepted the position 
because I could not decline it, but with the 
expectation and Intention of soon returning 
to the field.’’ 

He was at thetime engaged as a planter at 
Briarfield, Miss. 

Mr. Davis discusses the emarcipation proc- 
lamation at length. Yielding to the great 
pressure brouxhtto bear uvon him by the 
popular feeling inthe Northern States, on 
September 22, 1862, President Lincoln issued a 
preliminary proclamation of emancipation. 
It declared that, at the next session of Con- 
gress, the proposition for emencipation in 
the border slave- holding States would 
awzain recommended; and that, on Januaryl, 
1863, ‘all persons held as siaves within any 
State or designated part of a State, the people 
whereof shall then be in rebellion against the 
United States, shall be then, henceforward, 
and forever, free. 

Mr. Davis describes the various military and 
naval operations of the Confederacy in a con- 
cise and lucid style, avoiding the temptation 
to verbosity which is the prevailing fault of 
nearly every history of the civil war which has 
hitherto been written. He touches upon the 
events which created so much terror in the 
North at the time, namely the capture of 
Northern vessels by Southern ruisers. 
Speaking ofthe Sumter, he aoe 

‘*‘During her cruise, up to January 17, 1862, 
she captured three ships, five brigs, six barks 
and three schooners, but the property de- 
stroyed formed a very small part of the dam- 
age done to the enemy's commerce. Her ap- 

earance on the seas created such alarm that 

orthern ships were to a large extent put 
under foreign flags, and the carrying trade, In 
which the United States stood second only to 
Great Britain, passed rapidiy into other 
hands. The Sumter while doling all this mis- 
chief was nearly self-sustaining.’’ 

The sccount ofthe battle between the Ala- 
bama and the Kearsarge is Me dramatic: 

‘*On the 19th ot June, 1864, the Alabama left 
the harbor of Cherbourg to engage the Kear- 
sarge, which bad been lying offand on the 
port for several days previously. Capt. 
Semmes im his report of the engagement 
writes: 

„After the —— of about Ih. and 10m. our 
ship was ascertained to be inasinking ond! 
tion. * To reach the Freneh coast, I 
guve the ship all eteam, and set such of the 
fore and aft sails as were avaliable. The shi 
filled so rapidly, however, that before we ha 
made much progreas, the fires were extin- 
guished. I now hauled my colors, and dis- 
patched a boat to laform the enemy of our 
cendition.* *’

He told me 80 in 
such a perfectiy lovely way thatl felt « good 
deal more comforted by it than I did by the 
manner in which a certain other Congress- 
man told me he would heip me. This other 
man made me feel as if l were guilty of some 
unpardonable rudeness in merely asking him 
to 7 though he did help me very con- 
siderably.’’ 

Epeaking of Mr. Townsend of Colorado a 
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little bevy of these women agreed that he 16 
tne handsomest man in the House, bat in- 
sisted that this lays a great responsibility 
upon him, eines, as one of them put it, A 
handsome man in Congress must live up to 
his beauty’’—that is to say the ladies measure 
his mental and moral nature by the luster of 
his eye and the ciassic cut of hie nose.

On one occasion not 
long ago these men Were corraied in Statu- 
ary Hall, and all the wit, logic, persuasive- 
ness and modest blandishments of several of 
these women were used upon them in tue in- 
terest of a certain pension measure. 
Whether the logic convinced or the biandish- 
ment persuaded does not avpear in the 
columns of the Congreasional Record, 
but that esteemed rs does set 
forth the seemingly relevant fact that not one 
of these men was in his seat when the vote up- 
on the measure in question was taken.

CADETS AT THE BIG GUNS 


BOMBARDING “CROW’S NEST” FROM WEST 
POINT’S DRILLING GROUND. 


Ove 1,600 Pounds of Solid Iron Shot Whiz 
Through the Air and Thrill the fpecta- 
tors—Firing Practice by Batteries—The 
Most Exciting of All the Academy Tac- 
tics.

WrsT For, June 25, 1600.—Of all the drills 
atthe Military Academy, that of the coast 
battery is the most picturesque and interest. 
ing. The last drill was on June 5. The battery 
stands upon a low shore facing the Crow’s 
Nest. The day was sultry. Hardly a breath 
ofair was stirring. The sun beat hot upon 
the bosom ofthe Hudson. Its rays were re- 
flected from the surface of the riverto the 
shore, increasing if possible the heat in the 
battery. Afiring drill had been ordered at 4 
o’clock. Here is the picture: 

The great guns stand, black and grim, near 
the bay washing the feetof the dark green 
mountain know asthe Crow’s Nest. Storm 
King is outiined against the sky Deyond it. 
To the right, ten miles across the blue water, 
the glistening spires @ Newburg are seen. 
Across the river towers Mount Taurus, and 
beyond that Break-Neck, as wild, rugged and 
ragged as when Benedict Arnoid fled down 
the river after hearing of the captare of 
Andre. 


After the Drill. 

Sloops, lazily drifting witn the current, dot 
the bosom of the stream. Inthe far distance 
two tugs are pulling a fleet of lumber-laden 
canal boats toward the Tappan Zee. The heat 
is intense. Crows salling over the west shore 
flats emit lAzy ‘‘caws,’’ and the robins remain 
silont inthe shade. The hill behind the bat- 
tery ia littered with sweltering spectators. 
Among them are many well dressed ladies. 
They sit beneath the trees, and the lay of 
their fansis incessant. Knots of cadets off 
duty are seen lower down the slope. Ali 
eagerly aw it the drill. 

Suddenly the sharp rat-tat-tat of a drum Is 
heard. It comes from the barracks beyond 
the esplanade. A moment later a column of 
cadets is insight. lt isthe fring party. The 
boys wear gray jackets and white trousers. 
The column moves with the preciaion of a ma- 
chine. Down the slope it comes carrying the 
elastic step of youth. In discipline it is per- 
fect. With eyes rigidly to the front it passes 
batteries far more dangerous than any coast 
batteries. They are batteries of loveliness— 
maidens the fire of whose eyes would make 
tne bravest of men lay down their arms. 

Filing to the left, the column is aligned 
behind the guns. At the word of command it 
breaks into detachments. Each detachment 
marches to its gun. There are six pieces of 
artillery. The first two on the right are 
fifteen-inch mootn bores, and the third, fifth 
and sixth are eight-inch rifles, converted. 
The fourth is a thirteen-inch mortar. The 
smooth bores carry round shot weighing over 
four handred pounds. All frown above the 
earthworks, black and defiant. 

„„Take equipments,’’ shouts the command- 
ing officer. 

The equipments hang from the guns or are 
found upon the chassis, as the crescented 
railway upon which the breech rests is 
termed. In a twinkling the cadets are at 
work. Some mount the platforms, while oth- 
ers are busy below, The excavation is alive 
with activity. The gunner stands upon 
the chassis, superintending the movements 
around him. o passes the primer pouch to 
acadet and removesthe cover of the vent. 
This he places in his own pouch. Two cadets 
work the screw and give the piece an eleva- 
tion, and all resume their places. 

From battery, shouts the commandant. 

It meaus ‘*‘Roll the gun back. The gunner 
cries: In gear, and each detachment is 
agninalive. Handspikes are inserted In the 
sockets of the carriages and the axles are un- 
keyed. This leaves the cannon free upon its 
carriage. A moment later the gunner shouts 
‘*Heave.’’ The wheels revolve and the mug- 
zie of the monster is drawn within the battery. 
‘*Halt,’’ cries the gunner, ‘and the great can- 
non is brought to a standstill. Like a flash a 
cadet tnorows an outlying pully into piace. It 
is used to lift the heavy shot to the muzzie. 

Then comes the command Load“ from 
the officer in charge. There is a renewed 
activity on the part of the cadets. Some dash 
to the magazine on the left of the battery. 
The tomplon is removed from the muzzie of 
each gun and the sponge and rammer are 
passed to those onthe platform. Two cadets 
seize itandswabthe gun. They are hardly 
through with the job before their comrades 
begin to pour from the magazine.

pounds. As it hurtles over the railroad em- 
bankment the shrill whistie of a locomotive is 
heard. The express train emerges from the 
cut and shoots along the shore as though rac- 
ing forlife. A moment afterwards it takes 
refuge in the tunnel beneath the Military 
Academy. 

No. 4,fire!’’is the next order. It is the thir- 
toen- Inch mortar. She spouts flame like a vol- 
cano, and vomits a shell weighing 216 pourds. 
It flies into the alr above the smoking crater 
and is seen by every eye. In mounting the 
heavens it describes a parabola, and finally 
begins to fall into the depression on the top 
which givesthe mountain its name—Crow’s 
Nest. Before it disappears it explodes, filling 
the air witha cap of smoke, which expands 
and hangs over the nest for a minute or 
more. 

Nos. 8 and 6are 8-Inch rifles. The pointed 
shot sped from their mouths strike the target 
spitefully, and damage its face. 

The six pieces in this one round have landed 
over 1,600 pounds of iron upon the mountain 
by the use of 164 pounds of powder. The 
spectators strewn over the bill in the rear are 
thrilled with admiration and wet with perspir- 
ation. The cadets continue to work, how- 
ever, without regard to the heat. The gun- 
ners sight their pieces withthe utmost care, 
using their caps to shield their eyes from the 
sun. Several oull’s eyes are made. 

After more rounds are fired singly an order 
to fire by piatoons is given. It is donein a 
trim way. Each lanyard is pulled to the frac- 
tion of asecond, and the reports are simul- 
taneous, A faint breeze wafts the smoke to 
the right, and the three huge projectiles are 
seen flying over the cut like a smailcovey of 
quail. They pour upon the target en masse 
and wipe away much of itsface. With the 
second platoon the mortar is fred. The huge 
black shelirises with such foree and on s0 
greatacurve that it passes over the top of 
the mountain and is lost to view. But the re- 
port of its explosion far away is heard and 
tells that it has done its work. Twice is the 
piatoon firing repeated, 

The rays of the sun are hotter than ever 
when the command: By battery—fre!’’ is 
heard. The seix monsters beich in unison,and 
over sixteen hundred pounds of iron are sent 
over the bay in one discharge. The shell from 
the mortar mounts the heavens above the 
solid shot and again explodes on the rim of 
the Crow’s Nest. The reverberations of the 
reports from the platoon guns were startling, 
but these are simply terrific. They sound like 
claps of thunder and come with vivid distinct- 
ness from the depths of the mountains. 

At the close of the firing the cadets fall in 
line, mount the hill and return to the barracks 
in charge of their sergeants. An hour later 
they are — over the esplanade at a 
double quick, after dress parade. An hour 
after that, however, after the sun is down 
and the evening star shines over the Crow's 
Nest, they appear upon Flirtation Walk car- 
rying parasois and wraps and paying loving 
atteutlou to their fair partners.

He 
usually gets a tip on every horse that 
starts, but was never known to‘back any brute 
that stood at a better price than 2to lon. 
Mr. Kelly dearly loves—that is, he once dearly 
loved—to put up $1,000 to win $200. You can- 
not pull bim on al0 to l chance witha log 
chain, His favorite system of betting is to 
play a favorite one-two-three. He would like 
to play it one-two-six. Mr. Kellyis a victim— 
a victim of popular affection. Whenever an 
owner or trainer has a good thing’’ be must 
let the victim know it, and 
the victim is forced to suffer trom an 
embarrassment of riches. Henry Clay Dit- 
mas, who is reported to have won $100,000 last 
year, made a large part of his money by place 
betting. He invariably backs bis horses three 
ways—straight, place and one-two- three, 
usually investing enough one-two-three to 
save his other bets. ‘‘Dit,’’ whois one of the 
best fellows in the world, bas not been as 
jucky this year as formerly. He seldom bets 
less than $1,000 when he basa ‘‘good thing,’’ 
and has nerve enough to put up 810, 000. 
Moore of Brooklyn, the young man known 
to the racing world two years ago 
as the ‘‘Ghost,’’ is at it again, after 
a year’s retirement. He is anether of the 
patient sort. And he ‘‘saits down’’ his win- 


nings in real estate, so that thering cannot 
gettbem back. Ihe Ghost“ isa very wise 
young man. ‘‘Pittsburg Fh“ is stil plug- 
ging away, though since he bas turned book 
maker no notice is taken of him. ‘‘Luce’’ 
Appleby was wrong on Sallie McClelland Doth 
times, but he rarely makes a mistake when 
Tristan starts. Twice or three times this year 
he and Tristan have made his brethern of the 
ring very sick. His luck of late has not been 

henomenal, more’s the pity, as he is much 
iked. He is a good loser, but would 
rather win. Still, when he loses, his 
book wins, soit is allright. J. E. McDonald, 
M. J. Corbett and Mahoney are the plungers 
ofthe ring. Throw in Dayid Johnson for 
good measure. Jones is said to have won 
$15,000 on bis horse Bellwood the first time he 
started at Brooklyn, $12,000 the second time 
and $8,000the third. One of the shrewdest 
betters at the Eastern tracks this year is a} 
young Ausiralian, a devoted admirer of Sir 
Modred, which he declares most empnatioally 
was the greatest, granvest, noblest race horse 
the world ever saw. His eulogistic praise 
of this horse extends even to his descendants, 
one of which is tne unfortunate Tournament. 
He still believes that Tournament, properly 
trained and ridden with force, skill aud deter- 
mination, could give Burlington five pounds 
and a beating at any distance, at any weights 
and under any conditions. But this has noth- 
ing to do with the subject in hand. Concern- 
ing his system of betting, which has been 
highly successful, he says: Igo on the the- 
ory that all races are run honestiy. Of course I 
know that as a matter of fact they are not. 
know there is fraud, but I know also tbat 
there is far less of it than people imagine. If 
I were continualiy looking for it my judgment 
would become so warped as to render me ut- 
terly incapable of picking a winner. I Should 
lose all idea of publicform. Ispeak from ex- 
perience,as I bave been backing horses for ten 
years in England, Ireland, France, Australia, 
New Zealand and America. Iam nota heavy 
better. The bookmakers do not wipe off their 
siates when they see me coming, yet many of 
them cannot help knowing that I am a little 
ahead of the game. I invariably back what I 
think is the best horse in the race, regardless 
of the thousand and one paddock rumors that 
fiy around to knock men off their balance. 
If I were to listen to half of the rumors set 
afloat for one purpose or another I am sure 1 
should go crazy.’ 


Tricks of the Turf. 


From the New Yeork Morning Journal. 

There are many tricks by which races fare 
won. There are many by which races are de- 
liberately lost after the public has been led to 
belleve a certain borse must win. 

A bookmaker can afford to pay enormous 


sum to have a favorite, heavily backed at 
short odds, fail to win a place. 

And 80, as longas racing iasts, the betting 
public will dance and pay the fiddler. 

The pocketing trick is a good one, but more 
than one jockey must be in the scheme. And 
more than that, he must pretty nearly make 
upZhis mind to lose the race as well as his 
victim. 

If the trainerison the crooked work itis 
an easy matiertothrowarace. A trainer can 
stiffen the best horse on earth so that he can- 
not run as fast as a cart horse. 

Two buckets of water given to Salvator 
after his warming up would stiffen the great 
racer so that the worst old skate“ that ever 
had a saddieon could run all round him. Or 
a liberal measure of oats and a bundle of soft 
hay given himtwohours before the race in 
the fastness of his stable would have the same 
effect. And neither before nor after the race 
could the best judge of horsefiesh in the land 
gee but that the horse was in the finest fettle. 

These are tricks well known to horsemen. 
Another is to deliberately send the horse to 
the post short of weight, or arrange the 
sheets of lead so that they willbe lost, and 
thus disqualify bim. But the tricks of the 
jockey on tbe horse are not well known or 
well understood. 

Ask aman who follows the races if a jockey 
can pull a horse that ts said to be ‘‘outtor the 
stuff’’ without detection, and he will laugh 
and say, Ot course becan.’’ But if you ask 
him how, the chances are that he will be un- 
able to tell you. 

One of the simplest, easiestand surest ways 
is to get left at the post. This happens so 
often that nothing is thought about it. A 
jockey can pretend that a horse is acting 
badly, and when the starter’s patience is ex- 
hausted and the horses are sent he can safely 
lagesofar in the rear that there is not the 
slightest chance of his being placed. 

This is particularly true in short dashes. 
Everything depends upon the start. If a 
horse gets away badly be has no chance of 
no matter if he can run away with 
the whole field under favorable conditions. 

When a heavy better backs a favorite heavily 
in aeprinting race and sees him left at the 
post too often, he begins to think about these 
things. 

In races ofalonger distance a jockey can 
managejto drop back by making wide turns. 
It is astonishing how mueb can be lost in this 
way. A horse may be on even terms with an- 
other, and without the slightest letting up in 
pace may lose a length or wore by making a 
Wide turn. Itis a very simple jockey who 
coulda’t make plausible excuses if he were 
taxed for this by judges or owner. 

As a matter of fact, a horse is rarely pulled

It is this assistance which seems to lift the 
tired horse along and often makes hima win- 
ner. 

Toa good jockey this is not dificult, al- 
though all are not equally successful. The 
dishonest jockey takes advantage of the 
nicety of the art to make his horse lose. 

With nine horses outof ten the second they 
are given their head they won't run. They 
indulge in that resting proceeding known as 
**buck-jumping.’’ Many and many a sure 
winner has lost a race because the jockey has 
given him his head, knowing full well he 
would not run. 

A crowd has gone wild over a finish in which 
each horse seemed to be straining every mus- 
cle and to be ridden for all he is worth. The 
jockey is leaning low, the horse’s neck is out- 
stretched. The jockey’s whip iw swisbing 
through the air. 

Yet the jockey is throwing the race most 
artisticaily. Heis not helping the animal. 
The whip never strikes the horse at all. It 
resounds against the rider’s boot. Some- 
times it is the other horse the jockey is beia- 
boring. 

This use of the whip is often practiced. 
Occasionally, when a jockey hasa fast horse 
but one which needs urging, he loses his whip 
and so can not force the animal.

McAulifie Defends Prize-Fighting. 


Jack McAuliffe writes the following on 
pugilism in the New York Morning Journal: 
Fighting is simply an adjunct to the attain- 
ment of the highest physical development. 
Fighters are the exponents and illustrators of 


the art of physical culture. 1 can very well 
understand that iadies and gentlemen of the 
most excellent character and the highest of 
intelligence shudder atthe mention of prize- 
fighters’ names. Yet they could no more 
have attained the physical and mental per- 
fection that distinguishes our modern civill- 
zation without the help of our prize-fighters 
than they could enjoy a sirloin steak for lunch 
without the ald ofthe butcher who kliiled the 
steer. 

A friend of mine shortly after my fleht with 
Jimmy Carroll, in San Francisco, asked me 
why it was that I engaged in these finish 
fights; that I ought to be able to derivea good 
living by teaching boxing without having to 
go into the arena. 

That sounds very well, no doubs; but I shall 
ask such people what confidence Jmy puplis 
would have in my style of teaching dDoxing 
unless I could show whatI was about by an 
actual contest with another man. 

So itis with the man who professes any 
branch of athietics, Fie must consent to a 
trial with the rieal professors and exponents 
or he tt De set down as being ot no acco.nt. 

Therefore when another man in my line of 
business says that his way is better than mine 
or that he Is the better man, to maintain my 
standing 1 am forced to accepthis challenge 
to a test that leaves no doubt behind It. 

There were no prize-fighters among our re- 
mote ancestors, and the Marquis of Queens- 
berry’s rules are a modern invention, coming 
many years after the introduction of boxing 
gioves; but the ancients had their contests of 
skill and strength, and the modern glove con- 
test is a development from them. 

They tell us thatthe ancients used to wear 
a cestus or metal guard on the hand to save 
thelr knuckles and add to the effect of the 
blow. 

The fights used to last along time, which 
shows that the men in those days were not the 
equal of the fighters ef our time. The modera 
man bas more strength and courage as well as 
more skill than the ancient, just as our horses 
are better and faster than theirs were, and 
everything we bave is better except, perhaps, 
painting and sculpture. 

Why is it that we cannot equal the ancient 
sculpture? Because we do not hold sculptur.- 
ing tournaments. 

For years the Greeks bad regular sculptur- 
ing tournaments, the winners being awarded 
vrizes put up by different clubs. 

They got near to perfection and then the 
clubs broke up and there were no more com- 
petitions for hundreds of years, and so they 
— got to start afresh and work the art up 

ain. 

t is the contest that produces the man, not 
the man the contest.

There is a fierce light that beats on the prize- 
fighter and magnifies all that he does, 

The successful pugilist of to-day is in the 
newspapers nearly all the time, and tbat ac- 
counts for a good deal of the talk about his 
looseness of life. 

Another thing ie the temptation that is 
thrown out to him. 

If he is well thought of bythe sports they 
can’t buy wine enough for him. If a fighter 
keeps out of saloons and does not drink he is 
put down as having the big head, and the 
people can’t see bim defeated too soon. On 
the other hand, if he visits saloons and 
drinks, people who havea prejudice against 
sports of all sorts hold him up as an example. 


Pugilist Brennan Dead. 


Cuicaco, July 4.—Billy Brennan, the pugil- 
ist who was so sériousiy injured last nicht in 
a fight with Frank Garrard, died at 4 o’clock 
this morning at Battery D. His death was 
the result of concussion of the brain caused 
by a heavy fall in the last round of the fight. 


Shortly after ‘midnight the police arrested 
‘*Reddy’’ Gallagher, the referee of the fight, 
and Paddy Carroll and Jack Mclinerny, the 
seconds. Brennan was a native of Brooklyn, 
N. I., where his father and a sister reside. 
He was about 21 years old and was to have 
left last night for Buffaloto get ready for a 
finish fight with Jack Hanley. 

Two thousand people assembled at the bat- 
tery to witness a glove fight between Frank 
Glover and Jaek Ashtor. In a preliminary 
set to between Brennan and Garrard, the 
former was injured so badly that the exhibi- 
tion was stopped and Glover and Ashton did 
not meet. 

The fight between Garrard and Brennan, 
although a minor affair to the supposed iead- 
ing number on the programme, was gener- 
ally known to be for blood! as the sports 
put it, forthe reason that Brennan only a 
short time ago generally punished Tommy 
White, a local favorite in fistic circies, par- 
ticularly among Board of Trade men. 
White’s friends wanted to see Brernan pua- 
ished in return; knocked out if possible. 

White led Garrard on the platform, and 
Brennan, who bailed from Boston, was 
backed by John MeclInerny and Sailor“ 
Brown. The first round opened furiously, 
Brennan striking with all his foree and load 
ing for bis opponent’s jugular. Garrard soon 
learned to duck the biows, and in less than a 
minute countered with an uppercut that 
knocked the Brooklyn youth sprawling. The 
atmosphere of the ball, where 2,000 spectators 
sat in their shirt sleeves was stifling, and both 
fighters were groggy before the close of the 
round. 

In the second round Brennan saw that he 
was overmatched, and, desiring to get out as 
gracefully as poseibie, made a deliberate foul 
by catching his opponent by the leg and trip- 
ping him. Referee ‘‘Red’’ Gallagher under- 
stood the motive and refused to allow the 
claim of foul. 

Inthe third round Brennan led again with 
his swinging biows, but Garrard, the more 
active of the two, avoided them and invaria- 
bly countered on the body or jaw with telling 
effect. 

During the fourth round Garrard began a 
series of knockdowns that continued 
throughout the rest of the battle. A8 fast as 
Brennan arose he would go down again, each 
time growing weaker until the fifth round, 
when he could little more than stand up and 
clinch. Garrard was also partly exhausted, 
and when Brennan fell against him in the 
sixth round, clinching, he simply pushed the 
latter backward and both fell, Garrard on top. 
Brennan’s bead struck the floor with all the 
force of the weight ofthe two men. Garrard 
arose, but Brennan was unconscious and was 
finally carried from the ring. He was un- 
dressed and cold water thrown on him, but 
without arousing him. 

Seeing thatthe man’s condition was more 
serious than asimple knock-out, Parson? 
Davies sent fora physician and Dr. Francis 
Sherwood of the Palmer House responded. 
He wentuptowhere Brennan iay stretched 
out on some rugs like one dead and at once 
prounced his condition dangerous. The pulse 
was slow apd the heart beats barely distin- 
guishabies> 

Every now andthen he would have a slight 
convulsion, gasping for breath, which was 
accompanied by a dry rattling noise deep in 
bis throat. The room was cleared and Gar- 
rard was turned over to an officer and taken 
to police headquarters under arrest. Bren- 
nan’s symptoms were those of a bad concus- 
son ofthe brain. After two hours working 
the physicians said the unfortunate pugilist 
could hardly recover, 

He died as stated at (a. m.

Burning of the Coal Steamer D. J. Foley 
Near Charlotte. 


BUrraLo, N. T., July 4.—Capt. Goodman, 
master and owner of the steamer D. J. Foley, 
arrived from Lake Ontario Wednesday night. 
He reports that at1:30 a. m. Wednesday the 
Foley caught fire inthe boller room. The 
crew tried to extinguish the flames, but not- 
withstanding a heavy squall the fire spread so 
rapidly that the men bad to take to the 
small boat. The Foley filled aud sank 
about fifteen miles from Obarlotte and eight 
miles from shore. She had 748 tons of coal 
from Chariotte to Chicago and was towing the 


Awerican Union. The cargo was insured for 
$2,872. Capt. Goodman says the vessel's in- 
surance was placed by W. M. Egan of Chicago, 
and thinks the amount was $19,000. The Foley 
was brought from the Atlantic coast about 
four years agoand Capt. Goodman declares 
that she cost him over „000. She is sunk in 
over four hundred feet of water. The crew 
landed on the beach above Charlotte.

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THE “POTOMAC” REUNION. 


MEETING OF THE MEMBERS OF THE SOCI- 
KIT AT PORTLAND,» ME. 


Gen. Sherman Addresses the Veterans and 
Makes a Kattling Speech—Secretary ef 
Mar Proctor Honered—Election of Of- 
ficers for the Enauing Year—Orations 
and Poems by Brave Warriers. 


PORTLAND, ME., July 4.—At the annual re- 
union of the Society of the Potomac yester- 
day, after Gen. Francis A. Walker had deliv- 
ered the oration Gen. Sherman was introduced 
amidst great cheering and made the following 
speech: 

Comrades of the Army of the Potomac and 
Ladies and Gentlemen of Portland—It is not 
the food we eat that gives health and strength 
but that which we digest. It is so with the 
mind. It is not the books we read, or the 
newspapers either, or even the speeches we 
hear, that enlarge our understanding, but 
those we comprehend and digest. Now, my 
friends, I have had a good deal of 
experience In my life, and have learned 
since I have been upon this stage that 
the grand review in Washington termi- 
nated when the Army of the Potomac 
passed. It reminds me of a story Gen. Taylor 
is said to have told to an applicantfor office 
in Washington whourged his claims from 
having been at Buena Vista. Gen. Taylor 
said he had heard of so many things having 
occurred there that, although he had thought 
he was there himself, he had come to the cop - 
clusion that he was not there at all. Now,I 
have so many fresh memories of that grand re- 
view that I think I was there, and I think that 
review occupled three days. The first day 
the Army of the Potomac had the floor, 
and I was upon the stage at that time, a6 1 
am now, taking notes of the positions, 
thatI might profit bythem. For, if you re- 
member, the armles of the West did not have 
a fairreputation for order, drill and discl- 
pline. You got your news of us through rebel 
sources [great applause], and we chased them 
for 1800 miles into your very camps. They 
bad not a very good opinion of our Western 
armies, and we found that even the au- 
thorities at Washington had not 
a very good opinion of our Wes- 
tern armies. They thought we were 
rather liable to disorder. Now, I assure you, 
my friends of the Army of the Potomac, we 
were a better drilled army than you were. I 
know it, because I was their commanding 
general. (Laughter and applause. } 

Now let me give youa little bit of private 
history which I have not given any except my 
most intimate friends. Iwas on that stand 
before Meade was, and indeed before Presi- 
dent Jobnson and the Cabinet had got there. 
Meade came with his staff, as you have heard 
described, and as he whecied into the gate of 
the White House grounds, uv came Custer, and 
some lady flung him a wreath—one of those 
eircular wWwreaths—and in trying to get it 

is mare made off with,him, and he went by 
like ashot. And Custer was not reviewed at 
at all, and his brigade of cavalry would not 
have passed muster on the Champs de Mars in 
Paris. The horses were good, the men were 
sublime, but not good looking for review. 
Now four corps passed in succession, and the 
intervals between them were too large. I 
kept my eye upon them and watched them all 
the time. And the worst mistake that the 
Army of the Potomac made was that you had 
two bands loaned you by the stay-at-homes in 
Washington.

You could not under- 
stand them, and 1 don’t blame you for it. 
You did not keep step. Now, the first duty of 
a soldier is to keep step and dress right and 
keep his eyes to the front. Now, a good 
many of thegn turned their ey:s and heads 
around like country gawks, looking at the 
big people on the stand. Those are little 
things. You know there are tricks in eve 
trade, my young friends; tricks in war as well 
as in peace. ö
